IN YOUR 
GARDEN 


'ik '* 






N O longer does a home owner 
make actual use of only 
that part of his home grounds on 
which his house stands. The mod¬ 
ern home embraces the entire lot, 
and assigns to every square foot 
of surface a function, useful or 
ornamental. 

The owner who neglects to de¬ 
velop his grounds on this prin¬ 
ciple not only limits his own en¬ 
joyment of a property which has 
cost him plenty, but lessens its 
resale value, and why should he ? 
Complete planting, according to 
a modern plan, may require more 
outlay than he cares to make in 
one year ;but it is easily possible 
to spread the expenditure over 
several years on a budget sys¬ 
tem. 

Of course, if one can plant all 
at once, one gets the enjoyment 
of well-planted grounds sooner. 
But it is much easier to plant 
part at a time, than to build in 
that way. Gardens do not de¬ 
preciate with years as buildings 
do. With intelligent care they 
grow more valuable, and newer 
plantings quickly mature into 
perfect harmony with the old. 

Of course no planting can be 
done until the grounds are graded 
and the walks established. And 
there must be a definite visuali¬ 
zation of the ultimate effect. 
This means a plan, in the mind 
or on paper, and it is safer on 
paper than in the mind. You may 
be competent to make this plan 
yourself, or you may obtain help 
from experts who are usually 
available. 

Think out the successive steps 
to be taken according to the 
amount which can be expended 
each year. Mark out your shrub 
and flower beds and borders, and 
see that they have good soil to 
a proper depth. Then plan the 
location of your trees. 

Trees and foundation planting 
may be well planted the first 


, year. The trees need time to 
: grow, and the foundation plant- 
! ing will help your house to fit 
into its new surroundings. The 
lawn should be seeded and an¬ 
nuals sown the first year. 

The second year you may plant 
the shrubbery masses which are 
to screen objectionable views, and 
put in the evergreens and other 
accent plant. Then shrubbery 
backgrounds for the borders may 
be planted, and in front of them 
perennials for the permanent gar¬ 
den picture. Later the architec¬ 
tural features can be added as 
the final touch to the garden 
picture. 

Such a budget program can be 
found full of interest. As the 
planting develops, you may ac¬ 
quire a new conception of the 
complete development, perhaps, 
and desire to make changes, per¬ 
haps additions to your plan. Do 
not hesitate to do so, for a gar¬ 
den is a growing thing. When 
we stop changing it we are .apt 
to lost interest.

GOVERNMENT CHECKS 
ON OWNERS OF GOLD 

Collector of Internal Revenue 
! John P. Carter stated yesterday 
| that all persons possessing golo 
coin, gold bullion or gold cer¬ 
tificates must make a return of 
such holdings to his office on or 
before September 18th, 1933, or 
be subject to a fine of $10,000 or 
10 years imprisonment, or both. 
This return is required pursuant 
to an executive order by Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt, dated August 28, 
1933. 

Collector Carter stated that 
this return must be made bj 
every one owning gold coin, gold i 
bullion or gold certificates or . 
holding such articles for some 
one else, and either person is 
liable to the penalty for failure : 
to make the report. If owned by . 
one person and held by another, 
both must make returns.

CODE TO INCLUDE ALL 
AVOCADO GROWERS 

In keeping with the times, the 
avocado industry, both producers 
and shippers .have been preparing 
a code of ethics to control the 
distribution and prevent demorali¬ 
zation of markets through un¬ 
regulated shipments. This comes 
from M. B. Rounds, Farm Ad¬ 
visor, representing the University 
of California in Los Angeles 
County. 

It is proposed in the avocado 
code to license all handlers and 
shippers and distribute the cost 
of administration equally over 
every pound of avocados sold in 
California or shipped out of the 
State. When this code is signed 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, 
it will automatically force all 
handlers of avocados to abide by 
its provisions, regardless of 
whether or not they or one of 
their representatives signed the 
agreement. 

EXTRA DIVIDEND FOR 
AVOCADO GROWERS 

Due to profits and savings of 
the avocado growers' cooperative 
marketing program this season, 
Sierra Madre and other growers 
are now believed to be assured of 
a total season's ‘operating excess' 
of over $65,000, or about three 
cents per pound entirely addi¬ 
tional to monthly pool payments 
for all their avocados handled 
this season, George B. Hodgkin, 
general manager of the Calavo 
Growers’ Exchange, announced 
yesterday. 

This "dividend” will be dis¬ 
tributed over each of the over 
2,225.000 pounds of avocados 
handled this season by the grow¬ 
ers' exchange, the refund benefit¬ 
ing all varieties and all grades 
alike, Mr. Hodgkin indicates.
